could live in such a eea as was running at that 
time. They saw aboat put iff from the beach,

crew righted the boat and in ado the attempt 
a recomí time, with l:ke result. The sea was 
so heavy that no boat, such as was there, 
could do any good. 
Captain Hill saw five 
men on the foreyard. The names of the boat’s 
crew that did such heroic deed* in trying to 
save the men on the wieckwere Breckman, 
Dexter, Parsons, Breen, and one of the ship’s 
crew, and they deservo groat credit for their 
brave cfftrts 
to 
save 
life 
under the 
adverse circumstances in which they were 
placed by d o : having a boat that was suitable 
for tuch work in Buch a sea. As Captain Hill 
could do nothing to render any assistance 
with the tug, he then went into the Umpqua 
river, and cn the next morning, Thursday, 
he started to go to the life saving station at 
Cape Gregory for the life-boat end the gun 
for throwing lines on board of tha wreck, but 
when he got out of the Umpqua river and iu 
sight of tfce wreck, the foremast of the Ta­ 
coma, with the men cn its foroycrr, had gone 
overboard and all were lost. 
As there was 
nothing more to be done he returned to the 
Umpqtxa river and came here this morning. 
The tug Sol Thomas will bring Captain 
Korts and the survivors hera to-morrow. The 
wreck will be sold to-d»y. 
On Wednesday aiternncn, when the first 
news of the wreck of the 1 acorra was received 
here, rtquiring the aeristai.ee of a life-boat to 
rescue the men then cn tho wreck, a crew of 
eight men volunteered their services, and pro­ 
ceeded that night af:erdark to the live-saving 
station at Cape Gregory a distance from here 
of nine 10¡Dp, where they arrived at about 11 
o’ekektbat night, end informed the keeper 
of tho statiou cf tha wreck, and that 
(hey cama as

volunteer 
crew, 
and 
that the steam-tug Escort would bo cff 
the station at daylight to take them to the 
wrack, and they, under tho direction cf the 
ke'pre of the li’e station, proceeded to put 
the boat ia condition for the trip, and launched 
tho boat and, with the keeperin charge, went 
about two miles to the south we-fc to practice 
the crew iu pulling the boat, and then pulled 
back to the station and when, a short time 
after, the tug Ercort arrived i ff the station to 
take them to the wreck, tha keeper of the 
station refused to go or allow the men to take 
the boat. Ttree cf them got a email boat 
from tho lighthouse keeper and went off to 
the tug Escort, that was waiting to take them 
to the wreck, and informed Captain Magee 
that the keeper would not go or let the boat 
go. 
His cmy excuse for euch conduct was 
that he would cot go without an experienced 
crew. 
As the tug would not bs able to rea­ 
der any asristsnce without the lifeboat, Cap­ 
tain Magee then came back to Empire City.

Ir ever there was an absurd step, it is that taken 
to awaken litigation concerning the Rocklin granite 
quarries and the interest of the State and tho Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad therein. It wa* settled long 
ago tiiat there was nothing in the matter. The Cen­ 
tral Pacibc Railroad has kept every condition of it* 
contract relative to the quarries, and when tho late 
Attorney General was urged to examino into th-. 
naatter be found there was not a single grain of fact 
on wblch to baso an excuse for complaint.

Efforts are being made in and out of the 
Legislature to create public alarm concern­ 
ing the proposed consolidation of railroad 
iines ou the Southern route of transporta­ 
tion. Illogical and wholly unreasonable 
preambles', and absurd resolutions in the 
form of panicky memorials and instruc­ 
tions to our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress have been offered. The ques 
tion has been befogged in the mists of mis­ 
representation by demagogues, whose sole 
aim is to pose in effective attitudes before 
ths public. Mere vehemence they mistake 
for .ighteous zsal; denunciation displaces 
reason, and resonant harangues take the 
place of argumentative force. These men 
have found little to do since the opening 
of the seesiou but to aim their venom­ 
ous darts at the transportation com­ 
panies of the State, with a view of crip 
pling these important industries if possi­ 
ble, that they may erect themselves upon 
their ruins and draw prosperity from ad­ 
versity. It ia impossible for the conscien 
lious and honest to remain passive in the 
face of the error that is now being dissemi­ 
nated. The thinking masses of the people 
will penetrate the thin disguises ill conceal 
ing this latest effort to retard the growth 
of the State and paralyze the means put 
forward to briDg her products closer to the 
best market. 
Let the general reader examine into the 
truth of the situation in plain and eimple 
English and divrsted of all entangling 
sophistrie», and judge if there is any cause 
whatever, outside the realm of ignorance 
and hatred, for the latest intolerant crusade, 
which, if successful, must go far toward 
the retardation of California’s beet inter­ 
ests. 
A Southern Pacific Railroad line has 
been constructed, connecting the two great 
ocesnB by the shortest, speediest aud al­ 
together most desirable transcontinental 
route on American soil. It is admitted cn 
all sides to bo a line of the highest im­ 
portance to the State, as tending toward 
the speedy development of her resources, 
the peopling of her territory, and the dis­ 
posal of her products in the best markets 
of the world. 
The union has been m ad e by the jo in d er 
of six roads as links of a con tiuu o u s chaiD, 
b u ilt, owned and o p erated by six sep arate 
corp o ration s organized u n d e r th e laws of 
nearly as many distinct jui isdiction s, State 
and Territorial. 
It now requires six distinct and wholly 
separate complements of 
officers - and 
men to operate this link-like line— 
six managers with corps of assistants, six 
superintendents, six distinct and adequate 
mechanical departments, six purchasing 
agents, six corps of legal advisors, and so 
ou through all the long list of factors neces­ 
sary to the operation of well ordered lines 
of railway. 
In the interest of an economy that must 
be reflected in ths tariff of rates, it is de­ 
sirable to have this new lint from ocean to 
gulf operated as one continuous line, with 
cno management, cno set of officials, etc. 
Unless thiB can be accomplished there must 
be continued a pro rata division between 
the six roads. This is the moro difficult 
since the terminal sections, which are sit­ 
uated where there is greater density of 
population, have the greatest amount of 
local traffic, and the owners of the other 
and intermediate sections-desire that these 
local advantages shall be reflected to their 
interest in the pro rata for services. 
The value ol the new line to this State 
resides iu its ability to compite with ocean 
transportation linea. If successful, it re­ 
sults in the direct benefit to the people 
that flows from rapid transit at the lowest 
attainable rato to the best market. It has 
been solemnly promulgated by a body of 
San Francisco merchants that this has 
already been accomplished, and that rates 
are now so reduced that commerce is no 
longer bound to the keels of the ocean car­ 
riers. This, it will be clear to the lowest 
intelligence, is to the benefit of all pro­ 
ducers seeking a distant market, and of all 
cowumcrs demanding remote supplies—in 
short, the competitive relation outlined is 
a constant guarantee for low rates. 
A bill is pending in Congress to permit 
the merger of the corporate powers of the 
six lines referred to under one control, to 
Becure, as an ecjnomic arrangement, ono 
continuous line under one management, 
becaneo of the established fact, that not 
even tho most pronounced railroad haters 
will be bald enough to deny, that a long 
lino under one control may, mile for mile 
proportionately, be operated more cheaply 
than several short divisions on a continu­ 
ous route of equal length, because there is 
in the former case but one margin of loss 
on fixed expenses, but in the latter there 
are many margins. 
The bill declares that the new corpora­ 
tion may become the legal successor of the 
old, and shall l>e recognized as such. But 
it is objee’ed that there is an ulterior ob­ 
ject, to wit, to insure the transfer of the 
land grant of the Texas Pacific Railroad to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
The land grant to the Texas Pacific road 
has lapsed, while the Act very properly 
and plainly provides that nothing in the 
bill shall be so construed as to affect any 
grant of laud, the section reading : 
And provided farther, That nothing in this Act 
Jshall be so construed as to confirm or in anywise 
effect any grant of land to any railroad company. 
When this proposition of merger is made, 
which is so clearly in the interest of the peo­ 
ple, some one springs to his feet in the Legis­ 
la! ure, and, with the usnal quantum of de­ 
nunciatory and untrue preamble, offers a 
rtsolution memorializing Congress not to 
permit this just consummation, on the 
ground that it will exempt the new cor­ 
poration from the regulative 
control 
claimed and.exercieed by the State of Cali­ 
fornia. Now this must proceed upon the 
therry that California has the right to reg­ 
ulate transportation only on the lines 
owned by corporations organized under 
sn d by virtue of its laws. 
It follows without saying, then, that 
lines of railway extending into, or to be 
extended into this State by corporations 
organized under the laws of other Statee, 
cannot bo regulated by California as to 
transportation. 
This introduces the inquiry : Does the 
Constitution of California attempt to regu­ 
late transportation in the abstrae1, or does 
it claim to exercúe that right only over 
lines of companies organized under the 
laws of this State! 
If California regulation is the regulation 
of companies existing ender our laws, 
then the Central Pacific Railroad is not 
subject to it, for it has been accepted as a 
post and military road by the United 
States. Moreover, that road is a pledged 
security to the Government which the 
State has not the right to impair by de? 
creasing or limiting the earning capacity 
granted it by the established maximum of 
rates. 
But if it Í3 responded that it is trans­ 
portation only and not companies which the 
State seeks to regu’ate, then it follows, 
without possible dtn al, tl at the 3:atc 
should extend the exercise of its regulatii e 


right over the lines of transportation owned 
by individual*. It also logically follows that 
incorporated companies, no matter where 
organized, are subject to the same regula­ 
tive control. 
Now if the claim is insisted upon that 
the regulativo right ia exercised over trans­ 
portation in the abstract, can it make any 
difference whatever whether it Í3 exercised 
over lines owned by individuals or by arti 
ficial persons ; or any difference where the 
latter may have received its corporato 
vitality; in other words,'under and l»y 
virtue of the laws of whatsoever other 
State it may have been brought into being ? 
This is the plain logic of the whole mat­ 
ter. Now ehonld this permissive bill pass 
the houses of Congress, will the L?gis 
lature, which by the proposed memorial 
wiil be committed to the doctrine of 
exemption where consolidation of iines is 
permitted, stand by that doctrine? If, 
finally, transportation in the abstract is to 
be accepted as the basis of the right sought 
to be exercised, why object to the pro­ 
posed economicconsolidaticn, against which, 
standing by itself, there Í3 advanced ro ar­ 
gument ?

From that 
time till nearly 9 o’clock the fight went on, 
ths firemen doing what they could to save 
property iu the yard, while the Standard 
employes were fighting the fire away from 
the river. At 9 o’clock one of the largest 
tanks exploded with terrific force, and in 
s’antly the flames shot up and lighted every 
quarter. The engines kept playb g upon the 
storage houses at the east end of the yard, 
while th* workmen wtre robing away barrels 
of oil to a place of eafety. Fully 100,000 bar­ 
rels of oil were burned. Ths loss is estimated 
at §250,000. A rain-storm prevailed du.icg 
the progresa of the fire. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Cleveland. February 4th.—The fire at tho 
Standard Oil Works is nearly exhausted. 
The scene resembles chaos. Two years are 
thought to be needed to restore th9 work* to 
the condition of two days ago. CoL Payne, 
Treasurer of the company, thinks cot more 
than 50.000 barrels of oil were burned, and 
Bays the loes cannot be stated until the flood 
sub-ides and a careful examination i* mide. 
Tbe fire is still burning in spots, and the 
flames disclose wreck* of ten receiving tanks, 
twenty to thirty stills and other smaller 
works.

M ississippi river : The barometer w ithin the 
laat tveuty-four hours has been higher on tbe 
northern siope of tho Pacific coast than for 
quite a cum ber cf yearp, and the tem pera­ 
ture in th a t vicinity was colder yetterday 
m orning at 4 o’clock than it has been this 
winter. 
W hile such a high barometer with 
westerly winds prevails io th at region, and 
the barom eter remains c>r .¡derab.’e lower in 
the southern p a rtc f the S a te , there will be 
no cessation of polar waves. 
Cold comes 
from above, and is pressed down to tbe sur­ 
face of tbe earth by an accumulation of more 
atmospht ro over certain parts of the earth’s 
surfaci than is customary, thereby producing 
an 
abnormal 
amount 
of 
atmospherical 
pressure. 
The barometer laat night at 8 
o’clock 
along the 
entire 
Pacific slope 
was falling gradually ; accompanied by rising 
tem perature the barometrical pressure is still 
quite high for this season of the y w r ; raiu 
m ay be looked for when the barometer is 
much 1 .wer than it is a t present and not be­ 
fore. 
The tem p'rature yesterday at noon at 
S alt Lake wasl'a° ; D euw r, 8”; North Platte, 
1° below ¿ero ; Omnha, 0° below zero, and 1° 
below z.'ro at Y ankton.

The Senate m et on Sam rday a t 10 A. 
Lieaten- 
ant-G ovem or D aggett presiding. 
A fter reading and 
approval of the journal of 'T hursday, the following 
tills were introduced :
